CONFEREES UNANIMOUS 

City Trustees and Winter Company 
Directors Arrive at Basis for 
Sale of Plant to the City 

Sale of the plant of the Sierra 
Madre Water Company to the city 
for $96,000. 

Issuance of $100,000 in bonds by 
the city to pay for the plant and 
supply a small working capital. 

These two things are the essen¬ 
tials in the program mapped out at 
Tuesday’s conference between the 
city trustees and the board of direc¬ 
tors of the Sierra Madre Water Com¬ 
pany. The meeting brings to a focus 
the campaign started by the Board 
of Trade several months ago looking 
toward municipal ownership of the 
water plant, the Board taking the 
initiative in bringing the city and the 
company together. 

The meeting was attended by the 
entire eleven men who constitute the 
membership of the two bodies. After 
some discussion of the appraisement 
which had been furnished the com¬ 
pany of the physical valuation of the 
plant, it was decided upon suggestion 
of Mayor Jones to take an informal 
ballot for the purpose of giving each 
one present an opportunity to name 
what he thought would be a fair 
price for which to transfer the plant 
to the city. 

Accordingly a secret informal bal¬ 
lot was taken and the average of the 
figures taken. Four ballots were for 
$88,000, the par value of the stock, 
most of them ragged from $90,000 
to $100,000, one was for $109.0)0 
r,nd one for $115,000. The average 
of $96,000 being so close to the large 
majority of the figures, there was no 
difficulty in reaching an agreement 
on that figure as the basis of negotia¬ 
tions. it was at last voted unani¬ 
mously to proceed with the negotia¬ 
tions on those terms. 

The meeting was probably the most 
harmonious ever held in Sierra Madre 
for the consideration of a public en¬ 
terprise of any magnitude. There was 
in evidence a sincere desire to get at 
the heart of the matter and to bring 
the project to a speedy consumma¬ 
tion. But that an agreement on the 
price should be reached so quickly 
was cause for surprise to every one. 

It is now up to the w r ater company 
directors to make the next move. The 
matter has been taken up with Major 
Henry T. Lee, the company’s attor¬ 
ney, who will outline the necessary 
steps. Before anything can be done 
by the city it will be necessary for 
the stockholders of the company to 
agree to the transfer at the price 
named. Probably a special meeting 
of stockholders will be called for the 
purpose of voting on the proposition. 
Thirty days’ notice is required for the 
holding of a special meeting of the 
stockholders.

"Christ¬ 
mas jinks” for club members only, 
will be the order of the day. 

On December 29th the club will 
give a Christmas party for children 
under ten years of age. All- children 
of Sierra Madre of the prescribed 
age are invited to be present. The 
News has been asked to announce 
that all who send in their accept¬ 
ances to Mrs. crank Wright by De¬ 
cember 23, will surely be remem¬ 
bered by Santa Claus at the party. 

The basket sale at the club house 
this week has proven a great suc¬ 
cess. The club house has been open 
every afternoon and the sale will 
continue until tomorrow evening. 

If the stockholders pass favorably 
upon the matter, the city trustees can 
then proceed to call a special bond 
election to give the voters an oppor¬ 
tunity to pass on the $100,000 bond¬ 
ing proposition. Just what will be 
the result of all these proceedings 
can hardly be forecasted with cer¬ 
tainty. Doubtless there will be more 
or less of an educational campaign 
in which ways, means and results 
will be thoroughly threshed over. 
There are several questions of im¬ 
portance to be worked out to the 
satisfaction of the several interests 
concerned. However it had been 
thought the price would be the nost 
difficult point to settle and the ease 
with which an agreement was 
reached is taken as a good omen by 
many of those interested. 


MONASTERY DESTROYED 

Men’s Living Quarters and Valuable 
Scientific Library Totally Con¬ 
sumed in Quick Blaze 

Burning with fierce rapidity, 

flames quickly destroyed the Monas¬ 
tery at the Carnegie Observatory on 
Mt. Wilson last Monday shortly be¬ 
fore noon. The property loss is 

placed at $10,000, though some of 

the contents of the building could 
hardly be given a monetary value. 
The building was insured for about 
$4 ,000, this being the only protec¬ 
tion. 

The fire started in the kitchen 
where John Chase, a substitute cook, 
was preparing the noon meal for the 
observatory staff. Mr. and Mrs. 

Johnson, the regular caretakers, 
were absent on their annual vaca¬ 
tion. The distillate-burning range 
became overheated, setting fire to a 
partition and before Chase could 
summon help the flames were beyond 
control. 

Managing to reach a telephone, 
Chase called the observatory build¬ 
ings and Mt. Wilson Hotel to give the 
alarm. Soon the entire scientific 
staff of the obstrvatory and the hotel 
people were on hand to help fight the 
flames. The Monastery stood but a 
few yards from the Hooker cottage, 
a frame building used for living quar¬ 
ters by visiting scientists. This 

! 

building was saved only by heroic 
efforts. 

So rapidly did the flames spread 
through the Monastery that it was 
found impossible to save more than 
a few articles from the interior. All 
the personal effects of the scientists 
who resided there were destroyed, 
likewise the valuable scientific library 
which was housed in the spacious 
reading and lounging room, and 
Prof. Hale’s private library which 
was housed in his study. Mr. and 
Mrs. Johnson have left only the per¬ 
sonal effects which they took with 
them on their vacation trip. 

Prof. Ferdinand Ellerman, the 
noted photographer of the observa¬ 
tory staff, was also a heavy loser by 
the fire. He had a nine-inch reflect¬ 
ing lens among his traps which he 
had planned to take with him on a 
trip to the South Sea islands within 
a few months. He had the lens made 
especially for the purpose of photo¬ 
graphing Halley’s comet on its near 
approach to the earth. 

Manager Ross of the hotel seems 
to have developed into a real hero in 
the course of the fire fighting. While 
the flames were at their height six 
big carboys of distillate were discov¬ 
ered rolled against the north wall 
of the building. With the help of 
two or three others, Ross rolled the 
75-gallon receptacles up the trail and 
out of the danger zone. If the flames 
had reached one of them there would 
have been an explosion which would 
have scattered the flames over the

LONG WAIT 

NEARS END 

FREIGHT STATION PROMISED 

Pacific Electric Authorities Seek 

-•Location anti Promise to Meet 
the Long Felt Want 

Sierra Madre will have a Pacific 
Electric freight station and that in 
the near future—if the railway of¬ 
ficials mean what they say. And the 
way they have taken up the matter 
this time seems to leave no room for 
doubt on that point. Admitting the 
need, which they have never done 
before, they have come to Sierra 
Madre to look over possible locations 
and promised to get really busy with 
building operations. 

It will be remembered that the 
Board of Trade put the transporta¬ 
tion committee of that body at work 
on the freight station proposition 
several months ago. Some work was 
done but the matter was not carried 
to any conclusion. Encouraged by 
Traveling Passenger Agent Dowell 
who was in Sierra Madre last week, 
some of the committee decided to 
visit W. F. Towne, general agent of 
the freight department. 

It was impossible to get the com¬ 
mittee together on short notice, so 
President Keys of the Board of Trade 
and C. S. Kersting called on Mr. 
Towne at his Los Angeles office. 
Without waiting for any arguments 
on the matter he said the company 
l ecognized the need for a station and 
would take up the matter immediate¬ 
ly, in consultation with the engineer¬ 
ing department. 

Accompanied by Mr. Bell, chief of 
the engineering department, Mr. 
Towne came to Sierra Madre on 
Tuesday morning. Without waiting 
to consult any of the committee, they 
proceeded to inspect the available 
sites. Several locations were in¬ 
spected but so far as known no 
definite announcement has been 
made. Mr. Towne and another en¬ 
gineer again visited Sierra Madre 
yesterday afternoon and the engi¬ 
neering department has been put to 
work drawing plans. In conversa¬ 
tion with some of the local business 
men Mr. Towne announced a deter¬ 
mination to have work under way as 
soon as possible. 

Presumably the building to be 
erected will conform to the general 
style adopted by the company for 
such stations. These are usually 
about as attractive as a freight sta¬ 
tion can be made and the property 
is usually kept in good order. This 
means a distinct improvement for 
the neighborhood. It will also do 
away with the unsightly piles of 
freight which have been dumped 
along the car line from one end of 
town to the other in the past, some¬ 
times to be left for days at a time.

thickly wooded north slope of the 
ridge on which the Monastery stood. 
A touch of excitement was added to 
the scene when a stock of rifle cart¬ 
ridges and two loaded rifles in one 
of the assistants’ rooms began ex¬ 
ploding. 

The Monastery was so called be¬ 
cause it was used for the living quar¬ 
ters of the male members of the ob¬ 
servatory staff. Separate cottages 
were provided for the men with fam¬ 
ilies. The building was built on 
three sides of a patio, of frame con¬ 
struction with shingle walls. It was 
a delightfully attractive home for 
the men. Besides the kitchen and 
dining room, were caretakers’ rooms, 
men’s sleeping rooms, Prof. Hale’s 
study and living rooms, and the big 
library and lounging room with an 
enormous stone fireplace.
